QB  CAMBAL  SCORES  TWO 

Ground  Attack 
Devastating 
In  Win

Monday,  October  8;  An- 
dover — The  Andover  varsity 
football  team  defeated  Tufts 
Freshmen  today  12-7.  PA  con- 
trolled the  ball  consistently 
with  a bruising  ground  attach 
and  battered  the  Tufts  lint 
with  a strong  defensive  effort 
Quarterback  Dennis  Cambal 1 

tallied  both  PA  touchdowns  on  j 
one  yard  plunges  culminating  sus- 
tained drives. 

The  two  squads  ended  the  | 
initial  half  in  a scoreless  dead- 
lock, but  the  Blue  clearly  domin-  , 
ated  play  as  they  drove  deep  into 
Tufts  territory  twice,  only  to  fal- 
ter inside  the  Frosh  ten.  Late  in  i 
the  first  quarter,  Buck  Walker  | 
carried  twice  for  a first  down,  ' 
Dennis  Cambal  fired  a strike  to 
Jim  Hurley,  and  the  Blue  had  ( 
penetrated  midfield.  PA  then  j 
ground  out  steady  yardage  with  ' 
Cambal  roll-outs  and  Walker 
dives,  but  Tufts  halted  the  march  ' 
on  their  own  ten.  Tufts  offered  PA 
another  scoring  opportunity  with 
a short  punt  which  rolled  dead  at 
the  fifty.  Again  the  Blue  threaten- 
ed but  failed  to  score  as  a Cam- 
toss  was  picked  off  in  the 
Frosh  end  zone  at  the  close  of  the 
half. 

Midway  in  the  third  period,  the 
Andover  attack  began  to  roll,  stick- 
j the  ground,  blasting  gaping 
holes  in  the  Tufts  line.  Cambal 
•epeatedly  swept  outside  and 
howled  over  tacklers  for  long 
gains.  Constantly  Walker  knifed 
through  the  middle  while  upper 
Vin  Crowley,  replacing  injured 
Bob  Kropke,  effectively  comple- 
mented his  inside  thrusts  with 
steady  yardage  on  pitch-outs. 
Finally,  Cambal  plowed  into 
Tufts  end  zone  late  in  the 
to  end  the  77  yard  march  and 
break  open  the  contest. 

In  the  final  period,  Andover 
gained  possession  on  the  Frosh 
fifteen  after  a fine  punt 
by  Dennis  Cameron.  Cambal  then 
picked  up  11  yards  on  an 
and  smashed  over  the 
after  three  unsuccessful 
for  Andover's  final  TD.

Tough  Defensive  Unit  Shines; 
Hurley  Scores  Two  TD’s 

Saturday,  October  8;  Andover  — Showing  what  Coach 
Sorota  called  “a  great  display  of  team  spirit  and  second 
effort,”  the  “hard  running,  hard  tackling”  Andover  varsity 
football  team  smashed  Williams  Freshmen  here  today,  14-6. 

Andover  began  its  first  scoring  drive  late  in  the  first 
quarter  from  its  own  15.  Runs  by  quarterback  Dennis  Cam- 
bal and  Captain  Buck  Walker  brought  the  ball  to  the  fifty. 
Three  consecutive  pitchouts  to  Walker  and  halfback  Jim 
Hurley,  Andover’s  biggest  ground  gainer,  brought  the  Sail  to  the 
Williams  25  as  the  quarter  ended.  On  the  next  play,  Cambal  faked  to 
Hurley  and  everybody  tackled  Hurley  as  Cambal  pounded  around  end 
for  another  Blue  first  down  on  the  Williams  13.  Then  Hurley  took 
the  ball  around  end,  and  a crushing  block  by  Court  Miner  gave  Hurley 
all  the  room  he  needed  as  he  slashed  his  way  into  the  end  zone.  The 
bxtra  point  failed  and  the  scoreboard  read  6-0  for  Andover. 

Williams  was  forced  to  punt  by  PA's  grudging  defense,  and 
Dennis  Cameron  twisted  his  way  through  the  Williams  defense  in  a 
thirty  yard  runback.  Andover  took  to  the  air  with  a 12  yard  pass  to 
Tom  Sinclair  that  put  the  ball  on 
the  Williams  39,  and  on  the  next 
play  Hurley  grabbed  a Cambal 
pass  and  sprinted  into  the  end 
zone  to  make  it  12-0,  Andover. 
Cambal  powered  his  way  into  the 
end  zone  for  the  two  point  conver- 
sion and  Andover  led  14-0. 

Williams  closed  the  gap  in  the 
third  period.  The  William’s  quar- 
terback fired  a pass  to  MacDonnel, 
the  day’s  leading  ground  gainer, 
from  the  44.  MacDonnel  caught  it 
and  zig-zagged  26  yards  to  the 
Andover  18.  A series  of  plays 
brought  Williams  to  the  3 on  a 
first  down.  The  Blue  put  on  a va- 
liant goal  line  stand  making  it 
fourth  and  a yard,  but  the  Wil- 
liam’s fullback  edged  through  the 
tough  Blue  line  for  the  TD.  The 
Blue  held  a 14-6  lead  as  the  pass 
for  the  two  points  fell  short. 

Williams  had  several  near 
scores,  but  the  hard  hitting  Blue 
defense  and  timely  penalties  held 
them  back.  Twice  Williams  passed 
into  PA’s  end  zone  and  twice  Vin 
Crowley  and  John  Kelsey  batted 
the  passes  down.  Dick  Trafton  re- 
covered a fumble  inside  the  Ando- 
ver 15  in  the  first  period,  and  in 
what  was  one  of  the  key  plays  of 
the  game,  Joe  Ristuccia  recovered 
a Williams’  fumble  on  the  1 to 
break  up  a last  period  drive.  Dennis 
Cameron  intercepted  a Williams 
pass  on  the  39  that  could 
have  meant  a Williams  TD. 


The  victory  was  the  Blue’s  sec- 
ond in  as  many  games.  It  also 
reiterated  the  stinginess  of  the 
Blue  defense  and  proved  that  the 
Blue  is  dangerous  in  the  air  as 
as  on  the  ground.  The  Wil- 
liams’ Coach  commented,  "Ando- 
ver has  a very  fine  team”.

The  Blue  defense  was  plagued 
all  day  by  the  end  sweep,  the 
bread  "and  butter  play  for  Law- 
renceville’s  single  wing  attack. 
The  Raiders  received  the  opening 
kickoff  and  it  looked  as  if  they 
were  going  right  in  for  a score. 
Marching  down  the  field  with  6 
first  downs  in  7 plays,  the  Larries 
moved  the  ball  inside  the  Andover 
fifteen.  Consecutive  losses  of  2 
and  7 yards,  however,  led  to  a 
missed  field  goal  attempt  and  the 
Blue  took  over  for  the  first  time 
on  their  own  20.  It  was  soon  ap- 
parent that  Andover  was  going 
nowhere  in  their  first  few  times 
with  the  ball.

Saturday,  November  5;  Moses 
Brown — The  Exeter  varsity  har- 
riers captured  the  first  four 
places  to  win  the  New  England 
interscholastic  cross-country  meet 
with  practically  no  competition  to- 
day. The  Andover  runners  how- 
ever performed  below  their  expec- 
tations and  finished  twelfth  out  of 
the  14  teams  competing  in  the 
race. 

The  Exeter  team  compiled  only 
28  points  while  the  second  place 
team,  Mount  Hermon  finished 
with  112  and  third  place  Deer- 
field chalked-up  122.

Andover  Cross-Country

In  many  ways,  this  has  been  a disappoint- 
ing year  for  Andover  cross  country.  After 
having  been  termed  “improving”  by  Sportlite 
magazine,  the  harriers  lost  their  first  two  meets 
to  powerful  college  freshmen  teams  and  going 
into  the  interschols  had  won  only  two  out  of 
seven  meets.  Injuries  have  been  partly  respons- 
ible for  the  team’s  lack  of  success.  Captain 
Greg  Meyers,  who  had  been  very  impressive 
last  fall,  has  suffered  from  a bad  foot  and  has 
been  unable  to  regain  his  old  form.  Upper 
Henry  Hart  and  senior  Rob  Smith  also  have 
been  hampered  by  foot  injuries. 

On  October  3rd,  the  harriers  opened  their 
season  against  the  Northeastern  freshmen.  Al- 
though the  Blue  held  a slight  lead  after  the 
first  two  miles  of  the  two  and  a half  mile  course, 
the  freshmen  finished  strongly  to  win  23-34, 
despite  the  efforts  of  Hart,  John  Hanley  and 
Steve  Shu,  who  finished  second,  fifth  and  sixth 
respectively.  Against  New  Hampshire  the  fol- 
lowing Saturday,  the  story  was  about  the  same. 
Once  again,  the  Blue  took  a quick  lead  at  the 
start,  only  to  tire  at  the  end,  losing  22-33. 
Against  Huntington,  Andover  won  its  first 
meet,  largely  as  a result  of  superior  bunching. 
Led  by  Hanley,  the  Blue  took  all  places  between 
3rd  and  twelfth,  thus  winning  easily  25-36. 

At  Harvard,  the  Blue  were  simply  over- 
powered. Led  by  last  year’s  Exeter  captain 
Keith  Coburn,  the  Crimson  shut  out  the  har- 
riers. For  the  first  time  in  many  years,  the  Blue 
stood  a likely  chance  of  downing  Mt.  Hermon. 
Hart,  running  with  an  injured  foot,  managed  to 
come  in  second,  as  Hanley  took  fifth.  However, 
with  little  support  from  the  rest  of  the  team, 
Mt.  Hermon  took  six  out  of  the  first  eight 
places  to  down  the  Blue  21-39.  At  St.  Paul’s 
three  days  later,  team  bunching  once  again 
gave  the  harriers  the  meet  with  Hart  placing 
2nd,  Hanley  4th,  Thad  Mosely  5th,  and  lower 
Sam  Brainerd  tied  for  seventh,  the  Blue  edged 
the  Paulies  25-30.  With  Deerfield  taking  five 
of  the  first  seven  places,  Andover  suffered  their 
fifth  defeat  of  the  year,  20-38.  Once  again

As  far  as  the  Exeter  contests 
are  concerned,  Andover  faired 
very  poorly  this  term,  dropping 
all  three  varsity  contests  to  the 
Red.  These  games  however  do 
not  reflect  poor  overall  seasons 
for  the  Blue.  Football  had  a 
winning  record  after  a two  year 
slide  and  beat  another  Red  team, 
Mt.  Hermon,  for  the  first  time 
since  1962.  The  soccer  team  was 
unbeaten  by  prep  schools  and 
had  shut  out  two  of  their  big- 
gest rivals,  Deerfield  and  Mt. 
Hermon,  before  folding  and  fall- 
ing to  Exeter.  Varsity  cross- 
country had  one  of  its  most  dis- 
asterous  seasons  ever,  plagued 
by  injuries  from  the  start,  but 
managed  to  “build  a team  for 
the  future”  for  all  but  three  of 
those  who  ran  at  some  time  this 
year  will  be  back  next  year. 

Bucky  Walker  led  a spirited 
but  tough  luck  football  team  to 
a 4-3  record.  Andover  won  its 
first  two  games  against  the 
Tufts  and  Williams  Frosh  in  a 
strong  start.  After  losing  to 
Lawrenceville’s  single  wing 
down  in  New  Jersey,  the  Blue 
bounced  back  to  the  season’s 
high  point  by  beating  Mt.

The  soccer  team,  captained  by 
Norm  Cross,  lost  its  last  three 
games  after  beating  Deerfield 
and  Mt.  Hermon  to  finish  the 
season  at  3-6-2.

Wednesday,  January  11;  Ando- 
vcr-Sadly  missing  the  services  of 
two  starters,  center  Greg  Bruce 
and  Captain  Bruce  Hearey,  both 
out  with  injuries,  the  Andover 
varsity  basketball  squad  dropped 
its  second  straight  contest  of  the 
season  to  the  University  of  New 
Hampshire  freshmen,  108-58. 

The  taller  and  more  talented 
frosh  streaked  off  to  a 10-4  mar- 
gin, and  never  relinquished  the 
lead  throughout  the  one-sided 
game.  The  Blue  managed  only  an 
occasional  point  and  UNH  main- 
tained their  fast  break,  with  their 
towering  forwards  sweeping  the 
boards  and  moving  the  ball  up  the 
court  to  their  dead-eye  guards.  At 
the  end  of  the  first  quarter,  the 
UNH  coach  substituted  his  second 
team  and  the  Blue  matched  them 
almost  point  for  point,  scoring  18 
points  to  the  visitors  20.  Greg  Tel- 
lis,  who  was  high  man  for  Ando- 
ver with  13  counters,  kept  his 
teammates  in  contention  with  his 
jumpers  from  the  top  of  the  key- 
hole. But  as  the  teams  left  the 
court  at  intermission  with  the 
scoreboard  arithmetic  reading  48- 
32,  the  total  of  7 rebounds  for  the 
Blue  and  their  almost  constant  dis- 
organization loomed  as  their  main 
problems. 

After  the  halftime  break,  with 
the  UNH  first  stringers  back  in 
action,  the  Blue’s  plight  worsened. 
Andover’s  defense  collapsed  com- 
pletely as  the  freshmen’s  sharp- 
shooters connected  at  will  from 
all  over  the  floor.  Having  out- 
scored  the  Blue  33-7  in  the  third 
frame,  the  outcome  was  all  but  de- 
cided as  the  game  went  into  the 
last  quarter.  A pleasant  surprise 
emerged  in  that  period,  though,  as 
Andover  upper  prep  Neil  Cleary 
scored  10  tallies  and  picked  off  a 
substantial  number  of  rebounds. 
When  the  game  ended,  the  Blue’s 
frigid  shooting  percentage  (25%) 
and  the  balanced  attack  of  the 
northern  visitors  (5  men  in  double 
figures)  told  the  story.  Since  the 
Blue  lost  to  UNH  last  season

For  the  past 
interested  observers  at  Andover 
have  been  quite  critical  of  the 
Blue  basketball  team.  Since  the 
Blue  lost  their  first  four  games, 
most  thought  that  their  chances 
against  Exeter  were  terrible.  A 
close  observation  of  the  present 
situation  shows  that  when  the  two 
teams  meet  here  today  at  3:00, 
Exeter  may  have  a definite  advan- 
tage, but  Andover  still  has  a good 
chance  to  win.

The  Andover  Academy  hockey  team 
refuses  to  allow  coach  Ted  Harrison  a 
year  of  rebuilding. 

Bolstered  by  newcomer  Joe  Cavanagh 
of  Cranston,  R.I.,  at  center  this  year’s 
team  has  picked  up  where  last  season’s 
club  (15-2)  left  off  and  refuses  to  be 
beaten. 

The  team  blanked  Newton,  5 to  0,  and 
rolled  over  Belmont  Hill,  9 to  1,  before 
sweeping  the  Lawrenceville  Tourney. 

Cavanagh’s  play  has  been  sensational 
as  has  been  that  of  goalie  Capt  Wayne 
Tracy,  who  has  four  shutouts  in  five 
games. 

Harrison  can’t  say  enough  about  Cav- 
anagh. “He’s  the  best  forward  I’ve  had 
here,  and  that’s  saying  something.” 

Harrison  rates  the  5-9,  165-pound  cen- 
ter a complete  hockey  player — tempera- 
mentally, physically,  as  a shooter  and 
passer. 

“I  keep  telling  his  wings  to  skate  their 
lanes  and  keep  a stick  on  the  ice  because 
they  are  apt  to  find  a puck  on  it.” 

Wings  Ford  Fraker  of  Princeton,  N.J., 
and  Norm  Cross  of  Lunenberg,  Mass., 
know  just  what  the  coach  is  talking  about. 

“Cavanagh  is  a great  faker.  He'll  draw 
the  defensemen  off  and  pass  in  front  of 
the  net  going  and  looking  in  the  opposite 
direction,”  said  Fraker. 

The  Lawrenceville  Tourney  is  a per- 
fect example  of  Andover’s  team  spirit 
and  play. 

Andover  scored  15  goals  in  the  tour- 
ney. Cavanagh  netted  six,  Fraker  got  five 
and  Cross  one. 

Cavanagh  is  an  excellent  skater  who 
can  fake  a defenseman  off  the  ice.  He 
has  an  excellent  wrist  shot  and  can  come 


up  with  a slap  when  necessary.  “I  believe 
in  developing  a wrist  shot  first,  the  slap 
will  follow,”  the  coach  said. 

Cavanagh  admits  the  most  improved 
part  of  his  game  is  his  shooting.  “Mr.  Har- 
rison has  taught  me  a lot.  I wasn’t  a very 
good  shooter  when  I started  here,  but  I’m 
getting  better.” 

He  thinks  speed  is  his  best  asset.  “I’ve 
been  working  on  speed  skating  since  I 
was  nine.  My  father  has  always  told  me 
speed  is  the  most  important  thing. 

“This  is  how  I score  most  of  my  goals. 
Fake  the  defensemen  off  balance  and  beat 
them  in  for  a shot.” 

“Joe  could  have  gone  to  college  last 
year,  but  his  parents  recommended  a year 
at  Andover.  I’m  not  sure  where  he’s  going. 
He’s  Brown  oriented  and  considering 
Harvard.  I think  it  will  be  an  Ivy  League 
school,”  Harrison  said. 

Cavanagh  is  the  sixth  ranking  junior 
tennis  player  in  Rhode  Island  after  taking 
up  the  sport  only  four  years  ago. 

Tracy  is  the  best  goalie  Harrison  has 
ever  had.  “He  has  real  quick  reflexes  and 
is  very  poised.  I’ve  never  seen  him 
shaken  up.” 

Tracy’s  biggest  complaint  is  that  he’s 
getting  stale.  The  defense  only  allowed  25 
shots  at  him  in  four  games. 

Junior  defensemen  Hugh  Samson  of 
Princeton,  N.J.,  and  Caleb  Warren  of 
Great  Barrington,  Mass.,  have  told  the 
coach  he  ha*L  nothing  to  worry  about.  If 
someone  gets  past  them,  Tracy  will  do 
the  rest. 

Harrison  is  looking  for  a third  defense- 
man  but  is  in  .good  shape  with  his  second 
line  of  John  Clark  of  Providence,  Charles 
Wright  of  Minnesota  and  Biff  Stulgis  of 
Andover.

A Peek  Into  The  Past

The  1967  winter  teams  were  all  successful  in  many 
ways.  Each  scored  important  victories  over  other  prep 
schools,  and  had  several  performers  who  achieved  athletic 
excellence  and  built  strong  hopes  for  the  future.  Of  course, 
there  were  some  defeats  and  some  of  them  were  painful  up- 
sets, but  no  school  can  hope  to  have  undefeated  teams  in 
seven  Efforts  during  one  season.  With  this  in  mind  it  is  a 
good  idea  to  look  back  at  the  winter  season  for  a moment  be- 
fore we  proceed  into  the  spring. 

Perhaps  the  most  successful  sport  at  Andover  this  win- 
ter was  squash.  The  racketmen,  led  by  captain  Farlow 
Blakeslee,  the  interschol  champion,  lost  to  only  one  school 
the  whole  year  and  won  the  interschols  handily.  This  was  the 
first  PA  team  to  win  both  the  individual  and  team  cham- 
pionships at  the  tournament.  The  Blue  finished  the  season 
with  a 9-4  record  which  includes  two  losses  to  the  Harvard 
Frosh  and  two  losses  to  the  Crimson  JV’s.  The  Blue  downed 
Deerfield,  6-1,  Choate,  5-2,  and  Exeter  4-1. 

The  squash  team  not  only  showed  skill  but  also  improve- 
ment. Four  uppers,  Paul  Brown,  Rick  Kirkpatrick,  Dave 
Everett,  and  Rick  Devereux  were  instrumental  in  Andover’s 
near  upsets  of  the  two  Harvard  teams  late  in  February,  al- 
though all  had  lost  badly  to  the  Crimson  before  Christmas. 

Before  the  season  began,  no  one  expected  a hockey  team 
as  good  as  the  ’66  team,  but  the  Blue  romped  over  their  first  i 
few  opponents  and  compiled  three  shut-outs  to  win  the  Law- 
renceville  Tournament.  Unfortunately,  for  abdut  a month  | 
after  the  first  Blue  loss  on  January  11  to  Melrose,  the  team 
did  not  seem  to  have  the  tremendous  spark  it  had  had  before,  I 
The  players  did  beat  Deerfield  6-4,  but  they  did  not  really 
regain  top  form  until  the  middle  of  February.  Then  they 
went  on  to  beat  St.  Paul’s,  10-0,  Yale  Frosh  2-1,  Harvard 
JV’s,  5-3,  and  Exeter,  3-0.  The  Harvard  JV  victory  was  es- 
pecially important  as  even  the  '66  team  did  not  beat  them. 
Thus,  the  team  had  a great  start  and  a great  finish,  but  a 
mediocre  mid-season. 

Unquestionably  the  star  on  the  team  was  Joe  Cavanaugh 
by  far  the  top  Blue  scorer.  Nevertheless  there  were  other 
fine  players,  such  as  Ford  Fraker  who  had  only  four  less 
goals  than  Cavanaugh  during  the  season  and  Captain  Wayne 
Tracy  who  overcame  a constant  injury  to  do  a fine  job.  Norm 
Cross,  the  left  wing  was  consistently  good  as  were  the  fiery 
upper  defensemen,  Cabey  Warren  and  Hugh  Samson. 

Swimming  was  one  of  two  teams  which  finished  the 
season  5-5,  but  the  Blue  mermen  finished  it  with  a decisive 
win  over  Exeter.  Andover  was  a team  which  lost  most  of 
last  year’s  stars.  The  Blue  could  not  hope  to  do  as  well 
against  perenially  powerful  Williston  and  several  tremend- 
ous preps  from  Deerfield  as  the  year  before  had  done.  Never- 
theless those  losses  as  well  as  the  Harvard  Frosh  loss  only 
built  up  the  swimmer's  desire  and  finally  resulted  in  the 
49-46  triumph  over  Exeter. 

Bill  Bostian  easily  broke  the  200  freestyle  record,  and 
Bart  Brush  and  Pete  Allen  broke  the  highest  earlier  records 
in  the  dive.  Ed  Davison,  'Jeff  Melamed,  Bob  Byers,  and  Nate 
Cartmell  were  consistent  first  place  finishers.  Several  lowers 
and  uppers  will  return  next  year  and  will  have  some  of  the 
experience  that  this  year’s  team  lacked. 

The  wrestling  team  also  finished  the  season  5-5  but  fell 
to  Exeter.  Above  147  Andover  wras  always  strong,  but  be- 
low' that  weight  the  Blue  could  seldom  pick  up  enough  points 
to  win  a meet.  When  the  lightweights  did  perform  quite 
w'ell,  the  team  won,  as  they  did  against  Milton  and  Brooks. 
Nevertheless  most  of  the  lightweights  were  underclassmen 
and  gained  valuable  experience  for  next  year. 

Perhaps  the  finest  wrestler  this  year  was  Rob  Waters 
who  completed  an  undefeated  record  by  downing  his  Red  op- 
ponent Saturday.  John  Spencer,  Dave  Van  Wyck,  Pete 
Kneisel  and  Bucky  Walker  all  must  be  congratulated  for  ; 
completing  fine  seasons. 

The  skiers  also  completed  a good  season  climaxed  by 
their  fifth  place  finish  out  of  sixteen  teams  at  the  Inter- ; 
schols.  Andover  finished  ahead  of  Mt.  Hermon,  Deerfield, 
and  St.  Paul’s.  Although  eight  lettermen  returned  from  last 
year’s  team,  the  Blue  finished  the  same  place  in  the  inter- 
schols and  failed  to  achieve  their  goal  of  downing  Holderness 
or  Vermont  Academy.

Basketball  started  slowly  and  ended  on  a bad  note,  but 
for  quite  a while,  the  Blue  played  the  best  basketball  seen 
around  here  in  years.  After  losing  their  first  four  games, 
the  Blue  b-ballers  won  six  of  their  next  seven,  including  a 
92-70  win  over  Exeter  and  a 69-67  victory  over  Mt.  Hermon. 
However  the  Blue  lost  its  range  and  ended  the  season,  6-10.

Furthermore,  several  of  the  spark 
plugs  of  the  team,  Captain  Bruce  Hearey,  upper  Hal  Grin- 
berg,  and  lower  Fred  Adair  will  be  back  next  year,  and 
basketball  should  continue  its  march  upwards. 

The  ’67  track 
team  was  much  better  than  its  2-6  record  indicates.  The 
team  was  filled  with  outstanding  performers : Rick  Squires 
and  Pete  Sorota,  who  both  cleared  13’5”  in  the  pole  vault, 
Dennis  Cambal  who  broke  the  weight  and  shot-put  records 
in  practice  and  won  these  events  in  almost  every  meet,  and 
Harvey  Kelsey  who  tied  the  school  50  yard  dash  record,  and 
improved  consistently  in  the  600  yard  run.  Furthermore, 
the  decisive  PA  victory  over  Andover  High  will  be  remem- 
bered for  a long  time  around  here  by  all  those  involved. 

Thus,  only  a true  cynic  can  be  blind  to  the  success  of 
winter  spoils  and  their  increasing  future  success.  Further- 
more, these  athletes  will  be  reaching  for  other  goals  this 
spring,  and  we  can  be  assured  of  more  success  in  the  im- 
mediate future.

Wednesday  April  20,  Andover 
A clutch  run-producing  single  by 
Hap  Ellis  in  the  bottom  of  the 
ninth  provided  the  winning  mar- 
gin as  the  varsity  baseball  team 
edged  the  New  Hampshire  frosh, 
8-7  today.

Wednesday,  April  26;  Cam- 
bridge— Downing  their  Crimson 
opponents  by  the  biggest  margin 
in  the  history  of  the  rivalry  the 
Andover  racketmen  crushed  the 
Harvard  Frosh  6-3,  today.

81-59.  OVER  TUFTS  FRESHMEN 


Saturday,  April  29;  Medford, 
Mass. — Taking  advantage  of  their 
opponents’  lack  of  depth,  the  Blue 
varsity  trackmen  copped  their  first 
victory  of  the  season,  81-59,  over 
the  Tufts  Freshmen. 

Dennis  Cambal,  co-captains  Har- 
vey Kelsey  and  Tom  Sinclair,  and 
hurdler  George  Wolf  were  once 
again  the  leading  figures  in  the 
Blue  effort.  Cambal  compiled  15 
points,  winning  the  shot  put  with 
a 47’  throw,  the  hammer  with  a 
distance  of  188’,  and  the  discus 
with  a 146’  heave.  Nevertheless, 
windy  conditions  kept  the  Blue 
giant  from  approaching  his  per- 
sonal records. 

On  the  other  hand,  Kelsey  did 
outdo  his  past  efforts,  winning  the 
100-yard  dash  with  a 10.1  effort. 
He  also  placed  second  in  the  440 
with  a 53.4  clocking,  not  quite 
equalling  his  52.2  clocking  against 
Dartmouth  a week  ago.

Saturday,  May  27;  Andover — 
Although  succumbing  85-46  to  Ex- 
eter today,  the  Blue  varsity  track- 
men accumulated  more  points  than 
any  of  the  four  previous  spring 
teams  in  the  annual  PA-PEA  meet. 

Once  again  a handful  of  athletes 
did  most  of  the  Blue  scoring.  Two 
of  these  were  lower  classmen,  Chris 
St.  Lawrence  and  Denny  Cambal, 
who  broke  records  in  the  field 
events,  while  co-captain  Harvey 
Kelsey  and  George  Wolf  stood  out 
for  Andover  in  the  track  events. 
Nevertheless,  Foucher,  an  Exie  sen- 
ior prep,  triumphed  in  four  events. 
Had  those  four  wins  been  for  An- 
dover the  Blue  would  have  achiev- 
ed a 66-65  victory. 

Blue  Quartet 

Chris  St.  Lawrence  vaulted  13’ 
6 %”  to  set  a New  England  Prep 
record  in  the  pole  vault.  This  was 
also  an  Andover  school  record  and 
an  Exeter  meet  record.  Denny  Cam- 
bal also  set  a meet  record  as  he 
heaved  the  discus  146’  6V2”  but 
failed  to  equal  the  New  England 
prep  record  he  set  Wednesday. 
Cambal  won  the  shot-put  with  a 
53’  6”  fling. 

Kelsey  became  the  first  person 
in  either  the  winter  or  spring  to 
equal  Cambal  in  points  scored 
during  a meet  as  he  captured  the 
100-yard  dash  in  10.2  the  220-yard 
dash  in  22.0.  Wolf  beat  the  co-hol- 
der of  the  Exeter  45-yard  high 
hurdles  record,  Pete  Bauer,  to 
place  second  in  the  120-yard  high 


hurdles  with  a 15.9  clocking.  Wolf 
also  pulled  out  a second  in  the  220- 
yard  low  hurdles  with  a 26.5  time. 

Seconds  and  Thirds 

Andover  swept  one  event,  the 
discus,  as  Bill  Williamson  and  Walt 
Rogers  picked  up  second  and  third. 
Blue  co-captain  Tom  Sinclair  came 
within  one  half  inch  of  equalling 
Foucher  in  the  broad  jump  but  was 
forced  to  settle  for  a second.  Dick 
Trafton  picked  up  a second  in  the 
javelin  as  did  Pete  Hollinger  in  the 
pole  vault. 

Cross-country  captain  elect  Hen- 
ry Hart  provided  the  only  bright 
spot  in  the  PA  distances.  Bird  Bear, 
Sumerfield,  and  Robertson  tied  for 
first  in  the  two-mile  to  set  a new 
meet  record  in  10:09.2.  Lower  Joe 
Dudley,  Interschol  champion  in  the 
440  and  880,  won  both  races  again 
today.  Finally,  A1  Spengler  set  a 
new  mile  mark  with  a 4:25.5  ef- 
fort. In  that  same  race,  Hart 
fought  throughout  the  race 
with  the  third  Exie  miler,  and  for 
a while  during  the  final  lap  seemed 
to  fall  behind,  but  pulled  ahead 
around  the  final  corner.  Averting  a 
Red  sweep  in  the  event  he  finished 
in  4:36.  George  Mendehall  achieved 
a final  Blue  third  in  the  440. 

In  the  880  relay  the  Red  set  a 
meet  record  with  a 1:32.3  clocking, 
while  the  Blue  team  of  Mendehall, 
Crowley,  Sinclair  and  Kelsey  set 
a new  Andover  school  record  with 
a 1:33.8  time.

Powered  by  Dennis  Cambal’s  re- 
cord heave  in  the  discus  and  eleven 
out  of  fifteen  possible  first  places, 
the  Blue  tracksters  swamped  Tech- 
nical and  English  High  Schools  of 
Boston,  103-35-25.  The  Giant’s  toss 
of  150’2%”  shattered  all  New  Eng- 
land records  in  the  high  school 
class.  High  scorers  were  Harvey 
Kelsey  and  George  Wolf,  each  with 
two  firsts  and  13  points. 

As  usual  Andover’s  power  was 
concentrated  in  the  field  events, 
where  the  squad  captured  fifty- 
three  out  of  sixty-six  possible  points 
and  lost  only  one  first.  Cambal 
took  his  usual  firsts  in  the  shot  and 
discus  while  Wolf  grabbed  top  hon- 
ors in  the  120  high  hurdles  and 
110  low  hurdles  plus  a second  in  the 
high  jump.  Junior  Pete  Sorota  con- 
tributed to  the  rout  with  a tie  for 
first  in  the  pole  vault,  a second  in 
the  long  jump,  and  a fourth  in  the 
high  jump. 

The  Blue  could  only  muster  34 
points  in  the  running  events,  how- 
ever. These  came  mostly  on  the 
strength  of  Harvey  Kelsey’s  typi- 
cally strong  performance.
